I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1950  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Mr..  Turbitt,  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
of  your  area. 

Infectious  diseases  have  been  within  reasonable  limits  and  there 
were  2 cases  of  Poliomyelitis,  so  that  the  figures  compare  favourably 
with  those  of  England  and  Wales. 

Great  progress  has  been  made  with  the  water  scheme  and  it  is  hop>ed 
the  sewage  schemes  will  make  as  good  headway  in  the  very  near  future. 

As  the  County  is  likely  to  acquire  a Mobile  Dental  Surgery,  this 
should  help  in  the  attention  to  school  children  and  mothers’  teeth  in  the 
Rural  Districts. 

I would  like  to  see  some  improvement  in  some  of  the  Bakehouses  and 
Butchers’  shops  in  this  area,  especially  as  regards  cleanliness  and  storage 
of  food. 

Again  I must  express  my  thanks  to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  Mr. 
Turbitt  and  Mr.  Mayhew,  for  their  help  and  also  the  encouragement 
received  from  all  Committees  I have  attended  during  the  past  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  DISTRICT. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  Now  that  the  regional  water  supply 
is  proceeding,  I trust  that  it  will  soon  be  possible  to  deal  with  those 
parishes  in  which  there  are  either  none  or  inadequate  facilities  for  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  next  year  the  proposals  for  resewering  and  the 
provision  of  new  works  at  Croughton,  Chipping  Warden,  Culworth  and 
Chacombe,  wliich  was  deferred  by  the  ^Ministry  of  Health,  will  be  allowed 
to  proceed. 

Closet  Accommodatiom.  The  pros  ision  of  water  closets  still  proceeds 
very  slowly  due  to  the  lack  of  water  and  sewerage  facilities.  In  the 
next  year  or  so  when  the  mains  water  supply  is  here  and  adequate  sewerage 
facilities  exist,  I look  forward  to  the  Council  embarking  on  a scheme  for 
the  wholesale  abolition  of  the  pri\  y midden  and  pail  closet  to  be  replaced 
by  the  hygienic  and  convenient  water  closet. 

Water  Supply.  Work  on  the  regional  water  scheme,  I am  glad  to 
report,  actually  commenced  in  June  this  year,  and  I understand  that  it  is 
probable  that  the  whole  of  the  district  v/ill  be  served  about  mid-1952. 
The  ver}'  real  risks  to  health  from  imipurity  or  shortage  of  water,  to  which 
reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports,  will  be  prevented. 

In  addition  to  the  advantages  from  a domestic  point  of  vdew,  a pure 
and  plentiful  supply  of  water  will  greatly  assist  those  engaged  in  agri- 
culture and  particularly  will  this  help  the  dairy  farmer.  Approximately 
175  may  be  afforded  a mains  supply. 

The  source  of  the  supply  is  within  the  area  of  the  Bucks  Water  Board. 
The  water  is  extracted  from  the  River  Great  Ouse  b}'’  means  of  a mass 
concrete  river  intake  situated  about  1 ^ miles  downstream  of  Buckingham. 
After  treatment  by  filtration  and  chlorination,  the  water  is  pumped 
through  the  12"  main  pipe  up  to  the  Biicks/Oxford  Boundary  at  Finmere. 
The  Brackley  Rural  District  regional  water  scheme,  therefore,  starts  from 
Finmere  within  the  Plougliley  Rural  District. 

A brief  outline  of  the  scheme,  so  far  as  this  district  is  concerned,  is 
that  the  rising  main  starts  at  tire  limit  of  the  Bucks  Board  Area  and  for 
about  3 1 miles  it  is  laid  in  the  County  of  Oxfordshire.  It  then  passes 
through  and  supplies  the  villages  of  Evenley,  Charlton,  Farthinghoe,  and 
Thenford  to  a 500,000  gallon  service  reservoir  at  Thorpe  Mandeville. 
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Branches  from  this  rising  main  will  supply  the  villages  of  Hinton-in- 
the-Hedges,  Croughton,  Aynho,  Kings  Sutton,  Chacombe,  Warkworth, 
Middleton  Cheney,  Marston  St.  Lawrence  and  Greatworth. 

A branch  off  the  rising  main  quite  close  to  the  service  reservoir  will 
bifurcate  in  Thorpe  Mandeville.  The  northern  branch,  with  bifurcations, 
will  supply  the  villages  of  Culworth,  Moreton  Pinknej’,  Eydon,  Edgeote, 
Chipping  Warden,  Aston-le-Walls  and  the  Boddingtons.  The  eastern 
branch  will  supply  the  villages  of  Sulgrave,  Helmdon  and  Syresham  with 
a branch  to  supply  Whitfield  and  Radstone. 

A 40,000  gallon  service  reser\-oir  at  Aston-le-Walls  and  a 60,000  gallon 
water  tower  at  Halse  will  be  constructed.  These  will  act  as  balancing 
tanks  for  their  respective  areas.

Mention  was  made  in  my  previous  year’s  Report  of  the  advantages  of 
more  sanitary  dustbins  being  provided  for  household  refuse.  An  array 
of  miscellaneous  uncovered  receptacles  is  still  to  be  seen  on  collection  days 
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in  the  village  streets,  ranging  from  old  iron  washing  tra3\s  to  various 
shaped  and  sized  wooden  boxes.  Such  receptacles  offer  no  protection 
against  dogs  and  flies  and  are  very  unsightly. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  A total  of  3,070  visits  was  made 
by  the  Sanitary-  Inspectors.  There  were  177  complaints  received  and 
investigated.  Preliminary  notices  served  totalled  119  in  addition  to  the 
service  of  29  Statutor}'  Notices.  It  ma}’  be  intere.sting  to  record  that 
altogether  throughout  the  3'ear  1,122  communications  were  sent  out  from 
the  Health  Department.

There  are  no  public  swimming  places 
in  the  district  requiring  inspection. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.  No  action  was  necessarj^. 
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SECTION  D. 


HOUSING. 

Temporary  Housing  Accommodation.  The  number  of  families  pro- 
vided with  accommodation  in  Camp  sites  is  the  same  as  the  previous  year, 
viz.,  138  families,  situated  as  follows  : Aynho  (5),  Charlton  (10),  Croughton 
(22),  Syresham  (Silverstone)  (9),  and  Chipping  Warden  (92). 

These  temporary  dwellings  are  deteriorating  and  consequently  the 
cost  of  maintenance  is  increasing  and  the  Council  are  of  the  opinion,  owing 
to  this  condition  and  the  progress  made  in  providing  permanent  dwellings, 
that  the  sites  should  gradually  be  closed. 

Requisitioned  Houses.  The  number  of  premises  occupied  is  48,  the 
same  number  as  last  year.  Of  this  number  40  are  subject  to  either 
Clearance  Area  or  Demolition  Orders. 

There  is  still  a great  demand  for  housing  accommodation  in  the 
district  which  explains  why  the  number  of  requisitioned  houses  has  not 
been  reduced,  but  I am  of  the  opinion  that  when  these  properties  become 
vacant  they  should  not  be  re-let,  because  of  their  condition,  which  is 
usually  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  occupants,  and  also  the  expense 
in  maintaining  these  unfit  premises.  Demolition  should  be  proceeded 
with  if  thc}'  are  subject  to  a Clearance  or  Demolition  Order. 

Permanent  Housing  Accommodation.  During  the  j'ear  79  houses 
were  completed  and  79  families  rehoused.  The  total  number  of  houses 
completed  since  the  last  war  is  196. 

Demand  for  Housing.  The  number  of  applicants  for  rehousing 
remains  high,  i.e.,  651,  of  which  80  are  for  temporary  accommodation. 
This  condition  adds  to  the  difficulty  of  ridding  the  district  of  Camp 
Sites  used  for  housing,  and  the  execution  of  Orders  made  on  unfit  property. 
Considerable  progress  was  made  in  the  erection  of  new  Council  Houses 
during  the  year. 

Reconditioning.  The  district  contains  a large  proportion  of  very 
old  property  which  consequently  requires  much  attention  to  upkeep  and 
maintain  in  a reasonable  standard  of  fitness. 

The  long  period  of  the  war  and  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  labour  and 
materials  allowed  the  buildings  to  deteriorate  and  fall  into  disrepair. 
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Although  there  luis  heen  an  appreciable  amount  of  repair  and  re- 
conditioning carried  out  since  the  war,  there  is  still  a large  residue  of  small 
dwellings  which  reipiire  a considerable  amount  of  work  to  be  done  to 
maintain  them  in  a reasonable  condition  only  and  thus  enable  the  occu- 
pants to  live  healthier  lives. 

One  of  the  chief  difficv.lties  met  with  in  trying  to  bring  about  better 
conditions  is  the  fact  that  most  of  the  properties  are  subject  to  a rent 
control  which  onh'  allowed  40%  increase  on  the  rent  existing  in  the  year 
1914.  As  the  building  costs  to-day  are  four  to  five  times  those  of  1914, 
it  is  impossible  for  an  owner  to  create  a reserve  fund  sufficient  to  meet 
the  demands  of  ordinary  wear  and  tear  of  the  property.  There  is  also 
the  handicap  of  the  restricted  amount  allocated  for  licences  and  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  labour.  Because  of  such  circumstances,  Section 
9 of  the  Housing  Act  is  not  put  into  operation  and  consequently  persons 
have  to  live  in  houses  which  are  unfit  and  badly  arranged.  Often  attics 
without  proper  light,  ventilation  and  sufficient  height  are  used  as  sleeping 
rooms. 


Demolition  Orders.  None  were  made  during  the  year  1950. 


Clearance  Areas.  During  this  period  a Clearance  Area  Order  was 
made  and  confirmed  in  respect  of  five  cottages  known  as  The  Jetty, 
Overthorpe. 


This  Area  was  considered  just  prior  to  the  last  war,  but  owing  to  the 
international  situation  the  scheme  was  postponed  for  the  time  being.

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Council  Houses.  As  instructed  by  the  Council,  visits  were  made 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  all  the  Council  Houses  in  this  district, 
totalling  513,  in  order  to  ascertain  how  the  premises  were  maintained  by 
the  respective  tenants  therein. 

In  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  premises  internally  were  extremely 
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well  kept  domestically,  and  the  garden  grounds,  both  back  and  front, 
satisfactorily  cultivated. 

Only  eight  cases  in  an  unsatisfactory  tenantable  or  domestic  condi- 
tion were  discovered,  and  these  were  requested  to  improve  the  general 
standard  of  tenancy.  In  addition  there  were  a few  border-line  cases 
which  were  dealt  with.  These  cases  were  followed  up  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  until  a satisfactory'^  standard  had  been  attained. 

In  three  cases,  it  was  felt  that  the  tenants  might  be  in  need  of  some  care 
and  attention  by  the  County  Welfare  Officer,  and  details  of  these  cases 
were  passed  on  to  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  reference  to  that 
Department.

4.  HOUSING  ACT,  1936— PART  4— OVERCROWDING. 

Overcrowding.  There  has  been  a considerable  decrease  in  the  number 
of  overcrowded  cases  during  the  year,  another  30  families  having  been 
allocated  Council  houses. 

The  total  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Council  since  the  end  of  the 
war  now  totals  186.  Of  this  number,  66  families  who  were  living  in 
overcrowded  condition  have  been  given  accommodation. 

This  reduces  the  total  number  of  cases  taken  from  the  housing 
application  list  from  85  to  19. 

This  is,  in  my  opinion,  a very  creditable  achievement  and  if  progress 
is  continued  at  the  same  rate,  then  in  the  near  future,  overcrowding, 
excepting  new  cases  which  may  develop,  will  be  almost  abolished.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Food  Premises  Generally.  The  officials  have  increased  tlieir  vigilance 
over  food  premises  this  year  as  535  visits  were  made  to  various  places 
where  food  is  dealt  with. 

Like  last  year,  no  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified. 

As  mentioned  in  m3’  previous  report  there  are  many  food  premises 
in  this  district  which  require  improving  structurally.  Old  places  are 
more  difficult  to  keep  clean  than  up-to-date  structures.  There  are  a 
few  which  give  some  concern  to  your  officials  from  the  cleanliness  point 
of  view.  In  such  cases  the  trouble  lies  mainly  with  the  persons  engaged 
in  the  establishments,  upon  whom  it  is  difficult  to  impress  the  fundamental 
principles  of  food  hygiene  and  make  them  aware  of  their  responsibility 
to  the  public.  All  food  staffs  should  be  properly  trained  for  their  jobs 
and  instructed  in  clean  methods  as  one  of  the  chief  aids  to  good  business. 

It  would  greatl3^  help  in  the  campaign  for  clean  food  if  the  general 
public  could  be  jjersuaded  to  appreciate  the  iiriportance  of  clean  food  and 
to  demand  a high  standard  in  the  shops. 

I am  sure  there  must  be  some  members  of  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee who  would  be  interested  to  accompan}?  the  officirds  on  visits  to  some 
of  the  food  shops  in  the  district  and  I look  forward  to  such  an  arrangement 
being  made.  Not  01113^  would  this  prove  of  interest  to  the  Councillor 
but  would  tend  to  impress  the  persons  engaged  in  the  food  industry  and 
materiallv  help  the  officials. 

Milk  Supply.  It  will  be  recollected  possibly  that  since  1949  the 
Local  Authorities  have  been  coircerned  onl^’  with  the  retailing  of  milk. 

This  3’ear  45  milk  samples  \vc.r('  taken,  of  which  88.9%  were  found 
satisfactory  when  subjected  to  the  ualhylene  blue  test.  This  shewed  a 
marked  improt’ement  on  the  ])revious  year’s  results  when  only  50%  were 
satisfactoiy. 

Reference  to  the  followiitg  table  winch  shews  the  comparative  results 
of  sampling  over  the  past  11  t-ears  inilicates  that,  except  for  the  years 
1945,  1948  and  1949,  there  has  been  a stead3'  iniprovement  in  the  quality 
of  milk  supplied  and  distributed  in  this  ai'ea.  The  lapses  in  the  y^ears 
referred  to  cannot  autheuticallx'  be  explained  but  ma\’  possibl}’  be  due  to 
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seasonal  climatic  conditions  or  the  scarcity  of  water  supply  for  cleansing 
and  cooling  purposes. 

Almost  without  exception  pasteurised  milk  is  supplied  to  the  schools 
in  the  district.

Ice  Cream.  The  number  of  registered  premises  where  ice  cream  is 
sold  has  now  increased  to  16  and  as  this  commodity  is  now  eaten  by  the 
not  so  young  as  well  as  children,  there  is  every  likelihood  that  even  more 
ice  cream  will  be  sold  and  consumed  in  future  j'ears. 

From  April  to  September  78  ice  cream  samjdes  were  taken,  39  being 
placed  in  Grade  1 ; 20  in  Grade  2 ; 12  in  Grade  3 and  7 in  Grade  4.  As 
in  previous  years  the  ice  cream  vendor  was  notified  of  the  result  of  the 
sample  taken  and  also  the  Public  Health  Authority  where  the  ice  cream 
was  manufactured. 


Almost  all  of  the  ice  cream  sold  in  the  area  is  handed  over  to  the 
consumer  adequately  wrapped  as  received  from  the  manufacturer. 

In  several  instances  it  was  discovered  that  “ iced  lollies  ” were 
being  manufactured  at  premises  with  well  water  which  was  heavily 
contaminated.  Prompt  measures  were  taken  to  stop  tliis. 


Inns  and  Public  Houses,  An  increasing  number  of  visits  was  made 
to  these  premises.  Attention  was  particidarly  directed  to  the  washing  of 
glasses  and  it  was  pleasing  to  find  that  hot  and  cold  water  is  now  available 
in  the  bars  in  a goodly  number  of  places.  A number  of  Inns  do  catering, 
where  food  kitchens  are  inspected.  It  is  observed  that  pipes  conveying 
beer  from  the  cellar  to  the  “ beer  engine  ” fitted  behind  the  bar  are  now 
usually  made  of  either  stainless  steel  or  plastic.  Not  many  lead  pipe.s 
are  now  met  with,  which  may  give  rise  to  metallic  poisoning  due  to  the 
action  of  the  beer  upon  the  lead. 
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Provisions,  Butchers’  and  Fish  Shops,  Dining  Rooms,  Bakehouses,  etc. 

Such  places  were  visited  at  least  twice  during  the  year.  There  were  36 
notices  served  drawing  attention  to  unsatisfactory  conditions.  In  the 
refrigerator  of  a Butcher’s  Shop,  200  lbs.  of  meat  was  discovered  in  a 
state  of  decomposition.  As  the  butcher  agreed  voluntarily  to  surrender 
the  meat  for  safe  disposal  no  further  action  beyond  a severe  reprimand 
was  taken,  but  one  wonders  if  the  meat  might  have  been  used  say  in  the 
manufacture  of  sausages,  if  not  discovered  by  your  officials  and,  if  so, 
with  what  consequences  to  the  persons  eating  them  ?

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

This  was  again  a satisfactory^  year  as  there  was  no  serious  outbreak  of 
infection  in  any  part  of  the  district. 

Of  a total  of  48  cases  notified  29  were  measles  and  7 whooping  cough, 
which  occurred  mainly  amongst  the  child  population. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  or  food  poisoning  were  notified. 

There  were  2 cases  of  Poliomyelitis  but  each  occurring  in  separate 
parishes  without  any  apparent  connection  as  regards  the  probable  source 
of  infection.  One  of  these  cases  occurred  in  January  and  the  other  in 
August. 

Of  the  3 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  one  only  was  removed  to  Isolation 
Hospital.  The  others  were  satisfactorily^  nursed  at  home. 

The  5 cases  notified  as  Dysentery^  all  occurred  amongst  dwellers  in 
one  of  the  Camp  Sites.  Specimens  of  faeces  and  foods  taken  for  bac- 
teriological examination  failed  to  throw  any  light  on  the  probable  cause  of 
this  minor  outbreak.  All  patients  made  a fairly  quick  recovery.

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Tuberculosis — All  new  cases  of  tuberculosis,  respiratory  or  non- 
respiratory,  are  reported  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  In- 
stitutional care,  when  considered  necessary,  is  arranged  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  County  Tuberculosis  Officer  in  the  County 
Sanatoria. 

The  living  conditions,  etc.,  of  persons  subsequently  discharged  from 
these  sanatoria  are  investigated  by  this  Authority. 

During  the  year  7 new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  5 being 
of  a respiratory  nature  and  2 non-respiratory.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  Mr.  G.  Bartlett  was  appointed  to  caiT}" 
out  part-time  rodent  control  in  the  district  as  the  Local  Authority  is  now 
responsible  for  this  work  which  was  formerly  performed  by  the  Pests 
Department  of  the  County  Agricultural  Committee. 

The  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  is  an  important  duty,  as  not  only  do 
these  rodents  cause  considerable  and  costly  damage  to  buildings  and  the 
nation’s  food  supply,  but  are  important  vectors  in  the  transmission  of 
disease. 

In  my  next  Annual  Report  it  is  hoped  to  report  at  some  length  on 
the  progress  made  by  the  newly  appointed  Rodent  Operative. 
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
